Gettysburg’s 
battlefield 
guides 
went on 
record as opposing 
the 
erection of directional .signs on the 
battlefield at a .special meeting of 
their association in the Eagle ho­ 
tel, Friday evening. 
For 
several months 
directional 
fi gas have been erected on tne bat­ 
tlefield directing strangers over the 
proper course to follow in touring 
the field. The signs direct the visi­ 
tor to various avenues and by a 
cretinous 
route over 
the 16,000- 
ncre national park. 
Ever since tile beginning of the 
election of the signs guides have 
• e n 
expressing 
their 
opposition 
i nd disfavor. 
When the National Park service 
decided to place the signs on the 
field they did so for the purpose of 
doing something to assist the visi­ 
tors who come her and inspect tile 
field without the services of a guide, 
it was announced at the par* office 
this morning. 
The park service felt thai by the 
erection of directional signs visi­ 
tors could, if they so desired, mo­ 
tor over the field and not get lost, 
p& has been the case In many in­ 
stances.

MC­ 
CC naghie said 
it was 
the intent 
of the park service to do every­ 
thing possible to cooperate with the 
n ides and to render the greatest 
possible service 
without 
bias and 
without any intention of interfer­ 
ing with the guide business 
When 
the opposition 
persisted 
Mr. McConaghie asked the guide., 
to supply him with an expression 
r I their attitude. It was the desire 
end intention of the park superin­ 
tendent to ascertain the attitude of 
those concerned or affected toward 
the erection of the signs. 
The special meeting of the guides' 
pssociation was not called as a pro­ 
tist or a meeting of indignation. 
It was summoned to ascertain the 
attitude of the guides in respect to 
the signs. 
At Friday evening's meeting many 
guides expressed themselves as op­ 
posing the signs for various rea­ 
sons 
Some of the most common ex­ 
pressions of opposition included: 
The 
signs 
interfere 
with 
the 
guide 
business 
in 
that 
visitors 
gain the impression that they ran 
tour the field without the assist­ 
ance of the guide, whereas in 
many 
instances the visitor be­ 
comes confused and roams about 
the field, sometimes doubling over 
his tracks. 
That the visitor is miguided by 
the signs in that he does not get 
a true story or a complete story 
or any essential information about 
what transpired here in 1863 with­ 
out the assistance of a guide. 
That the proper way for visit­ 
ors to see the field and hear the 
true and correct story of the his­ 
toric events that transpired here 
is to engage a guide and that by 
directional signs, if visitors take 
advantage of them, they ms* the 
field but do not hear the story. 
That elim ination of guide serv­ 
ice here will cripple large indus­ 
try in Gettysburg. One guide esti­ 
mated that the guide service busi­ 
ness in Gettysburg Is worth at 
least $100,000 a year, more than 
OO per cent of which is spent in 
the town. 
Mr. McConaghie said this morning 
that he had not received the resolu­ 
tion of opposition adopted by the 
guides Friday evening but that as 
soon as he did he would give it care­ 
ful study and attention and present 
it to the national park service for 
final decision. 
Clyde Bream, Lloyd Hartman and 
Leander Martin were appointed a 
committee to prepare the resolution 
as adopted by the guides.

Only 8 Marriage Licenses

There 
were eight marriage li­ 
censes issued by Clerk of the Courts 
Roy D. Renner during the month of 
July, compared with thirty issued 
during the same period last year. 
Cupid s darts affected 29 couples 
during the month of June this year. 
The July report reveals a decrease 
of 104 licenses issued here during the 
first seven months compared with i 
the number issued during the same 
period a year ago. 
From January I to August I. 1936, 
Clerk Renner issued 86 marriage Ii- ! 
censes, During the same period last 
year 190 couples received licenses to 
marry. TIV* decrease is attributed to ! 
the new state law which requires 
that couples seeking marriage li­ 
censes must file their application 
three days before the license is Is­ 
sued. 
Because of this required de­ 
lay many couples are "flocking” to 
Maryland, where they may apply for I 
a license, receive the necessary pa­ 
pers and be married all within one 
hour. 
While marriage licenses showed a 
marked decrease this July over the 
same month a year ago, Prothono- 
tary C. Arthur Brame reports that

Different From Other Tour* 
Mr. Hartman said he was In con­ 
tact with A. S. Frommeyer, County 
Agent for Dauphin county, and that 
he expects to have Mr Frommeyer’s 
suggestions as to the farms to visit 
some time next week. 
The tour will be different from 
previous similar events In that it 
will consume only a half-day instead 
of a full day.

One of the remaining 
st uvenirs of an cider day in New 
York is th at restricted, walled-in 
garden between 20th and 21s*. streets 
which is known as Gramercy park. 
This is the only private park in 
New York and was conceived by an 
tally gadabout named Ruggles. who 
spent a lot of time running over to 
Europe and back. 
You didn't do 
much running when you went to 
Europe iii those days, it being over 
loo years ago, you monied along 
taking some m onths to cross the 
Atlantic. 
Ruggles was one of those strolling 
fellows who liked to browse through 
the London residential districts, and 
it was while under the spell of these 
pur nits th at lit' got the idea of a 
private park for New York. 


So he came balk to M anhattan 
and put his machinery for a park 
in operation. 
Tile re was a hill at j 
that 
time 
and 
a 
winding creek | 
which threaded its way thrcush the j 
community. 
This creek bore the! 
go cl Dutch name of Crcmmessie, I 
meaning Little Crooked Knife. Rug­ 
gles liked the creek, but didn't think 
much of the hill, : o he leveled it 
t lf and cut two wide reads at either 
end cf his park, naming them Lex­ 
ington avenue, after the battle of 
I exington, and Irving pine \ after 
W ashington Irving, who used to live 
there. 
Ruggles then pulled a few’ political 
| strings and drew up a series of 
I stipulations which vexed some sct- 
; tiers, but earned the approval of 
I others. 
For instance, you couldn’t 
erect any building there under three 
j stories iii height. This resulted in a 
J uniformity of architecture on the 
park frontage and kept out the low 
shanties.

Gramercy park today is a quiet 
] and charming, though snooty, re­ 
treat. 
Encased in its high iron 
I fence, it is forbidden to all save 
1 residents of the buildings which 
actually front the park. Each resi­ 
dent has a private key which un­ 
locks the big gate, and it is there 
1 that the children of these fortunates 
| romp and play in the sunshine and 
flowers. 
The history of Gramercy is stud- 


| drd with legal coups and contro­ 
vert a >, h r the tax collectors have 
J striven for years to make of it a 
| source cf revenue. 
However, the 
j beys put up such a bitter battle th at 
I today it is tax free. 
Walled in by its high buildings. 
today the park is known as one of 
the really im portant landmarks of 
fhe city. Bordering it is the Park­ 
side hotel, which is on the site of 
be original Columbin club.

■o the National Arts club lend their 
significance to the community.
